New claim 8 has been added as follows: 

8. The machining apparatus according to claim 5, wherein the fixing elements are T- 

slots. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Braun '291 is 
representative of the closest art of record. Figures 1, 2, and 3 show an XYZ cutter 38 located 
above a removable table 23. The table rests on ledges 20, 21 on side walls 12. Each of the side 
walls has a recess 29, 30, for reception and mounting of various workholders for mounting and 
pivoting the workpiece about at least one axis. Figure 4 shows a chuck 40 and tailstock/center 
41 . Figures 5 and 6 show a magazine 42 holding four workpieces 43 that may be indexed about 
the axis of rotation. Figures 7 and 8 show another embodiment having a pivoting table 45 that 
also mounts a table 44 that pivots about a perpendicular axis. As discussed at column 6, lines 
10-17, the table 23 and other embodiments may be used at the same time or attached and used 
alone on the machine. Each of the embodiments of figures 4-8 may be considered to be the 
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"workpiece support" as set forth in claim 1. Claim 1 sets forth the limitation that the table must 
bridge the workpiece support and be firmly attached to the frame. While the table 23 of Braun is 
firmly attached to the frame, it does not bridge the workpiece support, and there is no teaching to 
so modify the table 23 of Braun '291.
